FALSE REGISTRATION OF DEATH.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


Septeober returas of the Board of Trade 
aro less unfavourable thau was expected, 
says the Loudon und China Vepress, With 
regard to the details of lrada with tho Far 
East, there is a cousidemble falliag oil for 
the month ia the export of cotton yura to 
Japan and the Straits Settlements, but 
China has taken rather more, The figures 
for the sine mouths show a decrease all 
round, ‘Tuking the total trade in all kinds 
of pieca gooda for the month Chipu, the 
vhitippiog Islands, the Dutch East Iudies, 
and the Straits Settloments all show de- 
creases, while Japan is the only country 
that has taken more, bit the inoreuse is 
only comparatively emall. For tha nine 
monthe there is a lerge fulling off in the 
quantity of this class of gooda sent to 
Cina, the Dutch Eust Indies, umd the 
Straits Settlements, but Jupan and tho 
Philippino Islands have been better cus- 
tomers. The linen trade with the Philip- 
pine Islinds nearly seoched vanishing 
point last month, the figures being {1,40 
yards agiinst 34,009 yurd jn September 
1892, ‘The yetgrns for the nine mauthe 
do not come out so badly, tho decrease only 
amounting to about 7,00) yards. Wagllen 
tissuza have been taken {o larger quantities 
this yearby both Objna and Jupan, and the 
Same remark applics to worsted tissues. 
Metals also have been exported in rather 
Jarger quantities to Chius and Jupan with 
the exception of lead, Thereis 3 aotice- 
able increnge{u the railroad material sent 
to Japau. the figurés for the nine months 
being 22979 tons agaiust only 672 tons in 
the corresponding miouths of last year, 
The figures for China or6 algo larger for 
the threo quarters, Turing to imports it 
is satisfactory to note a largo increage for 
the monib in the teq imparted fram China 
amounting tq aboot 9,000,000 lbs For 
the niue months, howevor, there is a small 
decrease amounting £0 200,00 Ibs, There 
is also an increasa to note-in the import of 
silk from Chiny both. far-tha trout aud 
niue mnths, Japan, howerer, shows a 
large falling off.

The full text of Judge Ross's deci- 
sion in what is known a8 ‘the High- 
Pinder case’ haa reached us, arys tho 
New York Nation, and is interesting 
reading. {be United States seeks from 
the conrt anthority to deport under the 
Geary Act acortuin Chinaman, whose nomo 
does not appoar in the opinion except as 
‘the defundant’ aud a “Highbinder.” The 
Highbinder, whom, for convenience’ sake, 
wo éball call Ah Sing, isa Chinese profes- 
sional gambler, carrying on business in 
the eity of Sam Frunoivoo. He also, to 
uso the Jadge’s Innguage, ‘belongs to tho 
criminal class commonly called 't High- 
binders,” whose avocation is naderatood to 
bo the commission of any and every species 
of crimo.' The question before the Court 
wos whether Ah sing, 18 thus described, 
was a Chinese ‘lnborer,’ as that term is 
used in the treaty aud in the Geary Act, 
or belonged to tho exempted class of 
tenchers, students, morchants, and tra. 
vellers from curiosity, Jodge Ross de- 
cides {alghe ie in law ao ‘laborer,’ and 
gets hie rufe of interpratation from the ne- 
gotiations with China for a modification 
| of the Treaty in 1880. The refusal of oor 
State Department to agroo to any proviso 
definition of. the term ‘laborer,’ as pro- 
posed by the Chinese, indicated, he thinks, 
a desira to keep it wide opon for the ac- 
commodation of gamblors and ‘ Highbin- 
ders.’ Conseqnentiy, Ah Sing is caught 
and must go home to the central Flowery 
Land. We are bound to say we think his 
case 6 Lard one and tho decision an insult 
to Labor and ta New York city, The idoa 
that a gambler is a ‘labarer? bus certainly 
never before occurred to poy lawyer nr 
philologist in thie part of the world, nor 
do we bere consider a ‘*Highbinder’ a 
i proper subject for expulsion from tho 
country.

the water and the atmosphore of Mars are 
ao differant from our own, why may not 
the ice and snow share in a similar 
diversity? Zs it oortain that tho ice-caps 
of the planot attain the magnitude of our 
arctic and antarctic regiopa of snow and 
glacier? Init absurd to suppose that a, 
extensive downfol] of Martian roin on a 
comparatively thin layor of Martian anow 
sufficed to lay bare for a fow hours tho ares 
ropresented by tho ‘dark spot’ described 
by Profeascr Mitchell? With our actual 
knowledge of Mara it seems not unreason- 
able to entertain some such method of 
aceounting for tho phonomenon, rather 
than credit a catastrophe which would 
require a forca of marvellous intensity for 
Its necomplishment, 

Returning to M. Flammarion'’s gen- 
eralisations we find that Mara onjoya 
a medium temperature and that the 
climates and sonsona, despite tho daration 
of the latter, ara very similar to 
our own, The surface is almost equally 
spportioned in land ond water, and the 
habitable area appcara to be five or six 
times that of Europe, When it is con- 
sidered how easily mau adapts hinsulf to 
tropical or arctic climates hore, observes 
the Franch astronomer, the vital conditiona 
of Mars do not seom to diverge so widely 
from torrontrial conditions 8 to render it 
impossible that living epecios little differout 
from our own should find their abode there. 
Though there must exist esseutial genetio 
differences between Mara and our Karth, 
he says'it is possible that thia other world 
may bo inhabited by a human species 
analogous to our own—lightor doubtless, 
more ancient, possibly much more advunced 
in the stage of evolution. The planet itself 

More antique; its interiur fires have 
burnt out ages ogo, and,. notwithstanding 
its early type of vegetation (so far as colour 
St leas is concarned), ite shallow seas and 
abraded mouwntain-chains and low-level 
Continents indicate a protracted history. 
Tn regard to the organic farms of the 
‘humans,’ as in regard to those of the 
animals, plants, or other boinga may peoplo 
the planet, we possess no elementa for tho 
formation of any conjecture which shalt bo 
at once plausible and acientific, but tho 
actual occupancy of Murs by a race superior 
to our own is very probable. 

Opposition to this opinion wo need 
only quote the prognant remurk of Sie 
Robert Ball :—‘ Speculations have alas been 
mado as to the possibility of there being 
intelligent inhabitants on this planet, and L 
do not ave how anyone eaa deny the possi- 
bility, at all eventa, of auch @ notion. T 
would suggest, however, that as our Barth 
has only been tenanted by intelligont bainga 
for an extemely brief part of its entira 
history, say, for example, for about one- 
thousandth part of the entire number of 
yeara during which our globe hus had an 
independent existence, so wa may fairly 
comiertute that the occupancy of ang othor 
world by intelligent beings might be only a 
Very minute fraction in the span of the 
ote history, It would, thorefore, be 

hly improbable, to say the feast of it, 
that in two worlds so profoundly different 
in many reapecta as are thie Earth and 

a @ porioda of occupancy by intelligent 
beings should hogpon to. be contempora- 
neous. I shold, therefore, judge that, 
though thers may once. have been, oF 
though there may yet be, intelligant life on 

ra, the lava of probability would seem 
against the supposition that there is euch 
lifo thore at this moment.—Mr G. Wiuter-
